Home Missions Doubles Budget 
By reason of the larger receipts 
from tlie <aini>aii;i!, the Home Mis- 
sion Board lias Jifrii (■nal)letl to i»rar- 
tically double its annual Iiih!';cI I'or 
its work of evangelism, chnreii build- 
ing, -work among the foreigners, In- 
dians and negroes, mountain mission 
schools, ciilistnunt, and general mis- 
sion work in thiba and Panaaia. The 
appropriations to evangelism have 
been practically doubled, tbose to 
church building increased between 
GOO and COO per cent, those to the 
mountain senools, forty in number, i 
100 per cent, and those to the work 
of enlisting imdeveloped churches, 
300 per cent. 

In the realm of state missions,

Ten^^New Hospitals Provided 
Southern Baptists were operating 
fourteen hospitals when the campaign 
began, and as a result of thr> new in- 
terest in . this work arons'^d by the 
campaign ten addition !' li 7.-T;iti?ls 
have been launched. These hospitals 
have received $1,111,439.45 from ' the 
eampai.gii so far, v. hilo local commn- | 
ntties in which the hosi>itaIs are lo- | 
cated have subscribcrt aii; - ' xiniatoly 
$2,000,000 additional. The hospitals 
Jxave practically $1,000,000 In im- 
provements under way. The seven- 
teen Baptist orphanages have like- 
jrise come in for much larger sut>port 
as a result of the campaign, their 
receipts from tliis source being 
$1,018,798.67. As a result of this in; 
copie the orphanages have bceBi en- 
abled to make improvements valued 
at $325,000. * 

The work of aiding aged preachers 
is a new one among Southern Bap- 
tists' as a whole, but as a result of 
the campaign the Relief and Annuity 
Board has received $408,148.82 from 
that source and 9900,000 ^from Mr.
